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Easter message from the bishop 


Man looks to Risen Christ for guidance 


The salvation of the world rests with the Risen 
Christ, writes Bishop Leo T. Maher in an Easter 
message to the people of this diocese. ‘‘Now 
as ever, perhaps more than ever, mankind must 
look to him for light, reassurance and gui- 
dance,” he says. ‘Millions have lost sight of 
him. The minions of Satan have hidden him from 
them.’ Full text of the message: 


Beloved in the Risen Christ: 


Three days after his crucifixion Jesus rose from 
the dead. This was his moment of triumph, his 
triumphant ascent from the grave in his own human 
nature to his own throne in heaven whence he rules 
as God forever. 


The road for him was rugged. It was marked with 
the incredible woes of Gethsemane and it haunted 
Calvary’s Mount. 


No one can forget that there in Jerusalem some 
2,000 years ago a man from Nazareth willingly 


accepted and patiently bore for our sake all the 


humiliations and tortures satanic ingenuity-could 
devise. And then he died for mankind. 


THE PASSION teaches us nothing at all if it does 
not bring home to us God’s great pity for the sinner 
and the deep human sympathy we may find when 
perhaps we least merit it but most need it, in the 
great heart of Jesus Christ. c 


The Church this week again reminds us of that 
Passion and of all it means for us. In her liturgical 
services she recalls the deepest and deadliest 
wounds which pierced the hands and feet and side 
of our Savior. 


She warns us that these five wounds are signs of 
his sacrifice for our sake. She reminds us again that 
they are pledges of our salvation and she tells us 
how worthy of our love he is. 


THIS IS THE message of Calvary, the great truth 

- of the Passion and the purpose of it. It is the lesson 

the Church would have us contemplate contritely 
these days. - 


And even as she imparts it she reminds us that 
the love of our Savior for us is not-merely in words 
but is written on his hands and feet with nails and 
with a spear of steel is written in his heart. 

Now he is the light that ‘enlightens every man that 

comes into this world.” His Resurrection lives as 
a triumphant fact in all places and in all ages. For 
nearly twenty centuries some of the greatest intel- 
lects of the ages have defended it and lived by it. 
They see in the risen Christ the salvation of the 
world. 
- NOW AS EVER, perhaps now more than ever, man- 
kind must look to him for light, reassurance and 
guidance. Millions have lost sight of him. The min- 
ions of Satan have hidden him from them. 

Disconsolate and confused they wander aimlessly 
from place to place. They soon find themselves 
adrift in a sea of despair and then are bait for the 
Evil One. They worship at his shrine and forget the 
God of their fathers. ; 

Satanism and the occult are widespread in the 
world today. And many are their devotees. The only 
response to evil, the only possible response, is to 
destroy evil. And that is the meaning of the Ressur- 
rection. It is the destruction of evil at its very root. 
Evil is destroyed for those who believe in the Risen 
Christ. 

FOR THEM TOO is peace and love. The Apostle, 
Saint John, categorically condemned the man who 
does not truly love his fellowman in God. 

We cannot walk with the Prince of Peace if we 
secretly swear allegiance to the Prince of Liars. 

We will see the Risen Christ and know the joy of 
the new dawn of hope only when we ourselves have 
broken the winding sheets of prejudice and distrust 
and risen from the macabre tomb of pretence and 
hypocrisy. 

MAY EASTER joy and hope be with you always.

* San Diego planning commission approves 
first diocesan highrise for the aging

CATHEDRAL PLAZA — first hous- 
ing for the aging sponsored by the dio- 
cese — is closer to reality with plans 
for its construction well advanced. 

It has received the go-ahead from 
the San Diego city planning commis- 
sion. The Housing and Urban 
Development office has guaranteed 
the construction loan and detailed 
production drawings are underway. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher is chairman of 
Cathedral Plaza Development, Inc., a 
religious and lay group which will 
build the project. 


PROBLEMS AND welfare of the 
aging are a prime concern of Bishop 


Department on Aging and was a 
delegate to the 1971 White House Con- 
ference on Aging. 


The new addition to downtown San 
Diego’s skyline — a 16-story highrise 
apartment complex — will occupy the 
site of the former Cathedral Girls’ 
High School at Third Ave. and Cedar 
St., which was merged in 1970 with 
University High School in Linda 
Vista. The school building will be 
demolished soon and the ground pre- 
pared for the new building. 


It will be adjacent to St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral and the diocese’s social 
welfare complex at 349 Cedar St., 
which includes Catholic Community

Cedar Community Center for the 
elderly, the Department on Aging and 
other agencies. 


CATHEDRAL PLAZA will have 150 
“efficiency” units — combined living, 
bedroom and kitchenette — and 71 
one-bedroom apartments with 
living room, self-service 
laundry, and other rooms on a ground 
floor. 


The housing will be open to ail 
aging regardless of race or religion. 
Designed by Tucker, Sadler and Ben- 
nett of San Diego, the project is 
estimated at $4.5 million. Rents will 
be fixed later and no date has been 
set for groundbreaking.

“CHRIST THE light” will 
enter some churches in 
broad daylight and some in 
darkness as Easter vigil 
services take place Satur- 
day. 


The joyful anticipation of

and Michael Newman, SC 
editor, lector. 


Most churches in the dio- 
cese will follow their usual 
Sunday Mass schedules for 
Easter Sunday.

MAJOR HOLY Week 
observances will begin at 
10:30 a.m. today, Holy Thurs- 
day, with the Mass of the 
Holy Chrism in _ the 
cathedral.

Priests ask for political 
group as soon as possible

REDLANDS — The Sen- 


ate of Priests of the diocese. 


urged the establishment of 
a political action commit- 
tee as soon as possible at 
their meeting here April 11. 


The committee would 
“assist the bishop in assess- 
ing the impact of public law 
on Catholic moral princi- 
ples, and in enlisting the 
Catholic media, schools 
and pulpits in the pastoral 
work of forming correct 
consciences relative to 
such public law.” 


THE SENATE, meeting at 
El] Carmelo Retreat Center, 
offered its services to the 
bishop in setting the com- 
mittee up, with the hope 
that, following Diocesan 
Synod II, a political action 
committee would be a per- 
manent feature of the dio- 
cese. 


It was pointed out that a 
political action group 
“must include a significant 
lay voice in addition to any 
clergy participation.” 


The priests named 14 can- 
didates for the 14 commis- 
sions to be established in 
the synod, on the under- 
standing that these selec- 
tions will be subject to 
review when the specific 
categories for membership 
are fulfilled. 


FATHER Phillip Straling, 


. synod executive secretary, 


pointed out that these 
requirements for the initial 
four members of each com- 
mission include minority 
and women’s membership. 


He hoped more priests 
would respond to the invita- 
tion which had gone to all 
in the diocese to volunteer 
for commission member- 
ship. He said the response 
from priests was lower than 
any other category. 


Father Douglas Regin, 
chairman of the committee 
for in-service training, 
reported that only 15 
priests attended a work- 


shop held in March in three 
centers. He said he hoped 
there would be a greater 
response to a preaching 
workshop in. May as. it 
directly concerns the new 
Mass readings cycle. 


THE DEBATE on priests’ 
training led to a major dis- 
cussion on the priesthood 
today. It was felt by several 
senators that priests are not 
praying enough together, 
sharing thoughts, support- 
ing those whose vocation 
needed help. 


A solid education prog- 
ram, more days of recollec- 
tion and generally greater 
care of priests’ spirituality 
were some aspects it was 
considered need attention. 
While some senators said 
more direction is needed, 
others felt-that the priests 
themselves must show their 
own leadership and 
strengthen their own com- 
munity. 


IT WAS POINTED out 
that some success had been 
achieved with new types of 
special priests’ retreats 
and that those who had 
attended such exercises as 
a Cursillo weekend had 
benefitted greatly. 


It was felt that more con- 
cern should be expressed 
over psychological as well 
as spiritual and physical 
care and that the commun- 
ity of priests in the diocese 
should “stop talking and 
start doing something,” in 
the words of one senate 
member. 


An entire day of recollec- 
tion for all senate members 
was suggested as a possible 
start. 

AS THERE ARE no rep- 
resentatives of the over-65 
group of priests presently 
wishing to serve on the 
senate, it was stated the 
senate could nominate 
someone from another age 
category to speak for them. 

There are about 40 
priests in this upper-age 
bracket, both retired and 
active.

The truth is that unregenerate man, lacking the 
Christian witness which we should all be giving, 
reverts to cruelty when normal restraints are 
removed. Brutality and inhumanity are, alas, not 
restricted to any one segment of mankind.

‘Canned’ automobiles 


Shipping Cadillacs from Detroit to Oakland, Calif., 
recently took a novel twist — in cans. Now, 15-foot 
high steel containers hold three cars, carried on rail 
freight cars. Over 16 months, 8,366 new Cadillacs 
were shipped without a single instance of vandal- 
ism, theft and damage which usually results from 
the open car freight system. 


Each week loss from these cars by the standard 
method amounts to 1,800 tires and wheels and 300 
radios or tape decks. Each week! Of course, when 
you get your canned car and open up the can — 
that’s something else to worry about. 


Deans and regions 


The attention given to regional groups of parishes 
through deaneries has become more marked in the 
preliminary work for the Diocesan Synod II. When 
priests, sisters and lay persons meet at deanery 
level, the geographical identity becomes more and 
more discernable. 


The disparate nature of this diocese, covering 
four counties, produces not only climatic differ- 
ences, but cultural ones, too. Coachella and Indio 
can easily identify with Yuma and Needles. But the 
desert — both high and low — has little in common 
with the coastal belt. The Inland Empire of San Ber- 
nardino is even remote from the isolation of Bar- 
stow. But through deanery meetings, at least, the 
regions can come together and “identify.” 


If you’re uncertain which of the 12 deaneries 
your parish belongs to, there is a list in the Catholic 
Directory — which you received the first week of 
January — on page 64. On other pages you can, if 
you wish, match the photo of the priestly dean with 
his name. Incidentally, some copies of the directory 
are still available for those who want more — for 
only the cost of handling and postage, 25 cents. 


Opinion changes programs 


Public opinion has its effect on radio and televi- 
sion programs, causing CBS to drop its lighthearted 
“Bridget Loves Bernie,” in spite of high ratings. 
There appears to have been strong reaction from 
Jewish viewers, although little from Catholics. 

However, it was good to read that the Bill Balance 
radio show, heard over much of this diocese, has 
been changed to eradicate the offensive sex 
innuendoes which were once its hallmark. The 
Federal Communications Commission received 
many complaints — and acted. 


A misplaced attack on CBS was recently made by 
many well-intentioned Catholics over the rumor 
that the network was to run X-rated movies as a late 
night feature. This was never true, according to CBS 
spokesmen. \

We interrupt our regularly scheduled programs to bring 
you this bulletin; an official governmental release: 


“The body of Jesus, of Nazareth, executed on Friday 
in Jerusalem for high crimes and treason, disappeared 
under mysterious circumstances from the private family 
vault of Joseph of Arimathea, prominent Jewish leader 
and member of the Sanhedrin ruling council. Rumors 
that the popular rebel and pretender to the throne of 
David has actually risen from the dead are sweeping 
the populace. It is only a rumor and has no basis in fact. 

“It is believed that associates of this executed criminal 
stole his body during the night or early morning hours’ 

We shall try to get interviews with all the principals 
in the case. We switch first to our reporter at the Gover- 
nor’s mansion for an interview with his excellency, 
‘Pontius Pilate, Procurator of Judea. 


Reporter: 
Sir, can you tell us any more about the disappearance 
of Jesus from the tomb this morning. 


Pilate: 

The tomb was. sealed officially with the seal of the 
Roman State. As such, the grave and its contents were 
officially Roman property. Breaking the seal of the 
Roman State is a direct challenge to imperial authority, 
an act of rebellion, if not treason—a criminal act. The 
perpetrators will be prosecuted. 


Anchor Man:

IT know nothing about it, and I do not care to speculate. 
It is strictly a police problem. The governor set his 
seal on the tomb and ordered the premises to be 
guarded around the clock. It isn’t under my jurisdiction 
or that of the Sanhedrin. 


Reporter: 

We have reports that you yourself, however, went to 
Pilate and asked him to post a guard. You were supposed 
to have said something like: “This imposter (Jesus) 
said he would rise again in three days.” 


Caiaphas: 


I would not even dignify such a foolish allegation with 
a comment. 


Reporter: 
Then you deny it. 


Caiaphas: 

I said I would give no comment on such a malicious 
charge. I will not dignify such a story by either con- 
firming or denying it, lest people would think there were 
something to affirm or deny. I am not in collusion with 
the Procurator of Judea, nor is the Sanhedrin. 


Reporter: 
But you yourself’ presided over the trial of Jesus as 
chief prosecutor and judge and said he was deserving 
of death. 


Caiaphas: 

I presided over the trial and I did ask if charges against 
him were true. He had every chance to answer. We 
were not trying to kill him. We were merely trying to 
find out the facts in the case. I was not the judge. The 
Sanhedrin was the judge. The people were the judge 


throughout their legally constituted representatives. It 
was a fair trial. 


Reporter: 
A fair trial, in the middle of the night? Why not in day- 
light? And why so summarily? 


Caiaphas: 


To cut off the popular mood of rebellion which was 
growing, which that fellow fed by his reckless acts and 
words all through the week. A public trial, long-drawn- 
out, could have led to demonstrations which would have 
been unmanageable. That would give the Roman Pro- 
curator an excuse to move in with his legionnaires 
again to put down a riot.

Caiaphas: 

I did say, and I would say it again: “It is expedient 
for one man to die for the people.” I am sorry that 
Jesus had to die. I wish he had listened to reason. We 
gave him every chance. But his public crucifixion may 
be a warning to rabble rousers and demonstrators to 
“cool it,” if I may use their language. If that crowd 
had gotten hold of Jesus, they might have torn him limb 
from limb. 


Reporter: ; 
What were they so angry about, and you? 


Caiaphas: 

That man stood outside the temple this past week and 
boasted publicly that he would destroy it. The temple! 
He said he would destroy the temple? God’s own house? 


Reporter: 
You don’t think he really meant it, do you? How would 
he do it? 


Caiaphas: 

Of course he couldn’t do it. We would never let him. 
But that isn’t the point. He was inciting to violence and 
dared even oppose our most sacred institution. 


Reporter: 

You arrested him in the middle of the night near the 
Garden of Gethsemane with a posse of some sort, armed 
with clubs and swords. Were you expecting violence? 
Why in the middle of the night? Aren’t those police- 
state tactics? 


- Caiaphas: 


You do love your inflammatory imagery, don’t you. Of 
course our men were armed.

of life. The time may come when we are no longer a 
colonial people, and will be able to govern ourselves. 
Therefore it is essential that all Zealot movements be 
suppressed ruthlessly, and the rebellious spirit of our 
people be channeled into constructive programs of 
action within the framework of things as they are. Rome 
will never leave.so long as we pose any kind of threat to 
the harmony of the community of civilized nations. We 
must take our place as a civilized country and not a 
set of warring tribes. I am sorry I was out of the 
country during this madness instigated by Jesus of 
Nazareth, but I heartily concur in the strong and 
necessary measures used to get rid of their ringleader. 
The movement (conspiracy) will have a much harder 
time regrouping now that their leader is gone. 


Reporter: 

Thank you, Saul, for your enlightening interpretation of 
why the Christian movement has been considered a 
menace by our officials. 


Saul: : 

Thank you. The public should be warned against being 
taken in. And let this be fair warning to Jesus’ associates 
wherever they are: We know your names, we know who 
you are and where you are and what you are doing. We 
do not intend to persecute you. Keep silent about Jesus 
and forget about him, and you will be quite safe. If you 
persist in talking about him, now that he is dead, and 
spread his pernicious doctrines, you call down whatever 
reprisals will be forthcoming upon your own heads. A 
word to the wise is sufficient. 


Anchor Man: 

Well, this has been quite a day. We've covered the story 
up to now with most parties concerned. We have had a 
full range of interviews. We shall keep you up to date on 
any new developments. Now for a final commentary and 
wrap-up. 


Commentator: 

When in the course of human events the happenings of 
a single day seem so momentous as to stretch credulity 
beyond its limits, we are led to take comfort in old 
truths. I am reminded of the word of Ecclesiastes, that 
other Preacher, that “There is nothing new under ‘the 
sun.” Today something new may have happened under 
the sun. But it may be many moons before we can get 
this day into perspective. One of the great teachers of 
our time has perhaps said it best in dealing with ques- 
tions which perplex us in the events of these troubled 


times: 


“So in the present case I tell you, keep away from 
these men and let them alone; for if this plan or under- 
taking is of men, it will fail; but if it is of God, you will 
not be able to overthrow them. You might even be found 
opposing God.” 


What would happen if, as Saul fears, the apotheosis of 
Jesus should actually take place? Would the world be 
a better place for it? We can only conjecture. For the 
hard fact is, as Gamaliel advises: we must wait and 
see how it turns out. If it is of men, it will fail. If it is 
of God, it cannot be opposed successfully. END

AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about ... spontaneous prayer and the 
wisdom ‘of relying solely on one’s own 
insight — or lack of it. 


The pendulum always swings over- 
widely after the first push. It requires 
a little time to settle to an equable 
rhythm. The Second Vatican Council 
provided impetus for quite a few 
movements, some of which have not 
yet found their natural rate of oscilla- 
tion. 


We have moved away from prayer 
by rote in private worship, to an 
emphasis on personal evocation, 
individual expression. This is. all to 
the good, but is sometimes subject to 
misunderstanding or over- 
enthusiasm. 

I FIND A DISTURBING arrogance 


in the person who will summarily 
reject, say, the “Prayer of Christians,” 


a collection of spiritual readings from -. 


Scripture and the writings of the 
great souls of salvation history, in 
favor of “personal” prayer. 


“I prefer to write — or compose — 


my own prayers. They have more: 


meaning to me.” 


A successful author once advised 
aspiring writers to “read everything 
you can lay your hands on. Read good 
literature, successful literature — 
they are not always the same thing — 
read, read, read. Then when you have 
digested what you have read, 
reflected on it and have something 
worthwhile to say, write!” 


NO ONE, HOWEVER brilliant, pro- 
duces good prose without studying 
better prose. No poet is likely to 
improve on past poet laureates unless 
he is at least familiar with their art, 
technique and poetic form. 


Certainly, prayer is an intimate 
communication with God. It is the 
offering of ourselves in his service — 
the personal plea for his help and 
care. 


But communication is a two-way 
street. When we have said what we 
have to say to God, is that enough?

WHAT CAN WE KNOW of 
unplumbed depths of prayer, what 
can we learn of the incredible variety 
of God’s love, if we refuse the oppor- 
tunity to ponder the insights of the 
saints of our faith? 


We limit ourselves seriously — as 
seriously as if we were to read no lite- 
rature, no technical manuals, no sci- 
ence, no philosophy, apart from what 
we ourselves have produced. 


What are we admitting of ourselves 
when we turn away from the spiritual 
experience of the apostles, the psal- 
mists, the prophets, the fathers of the 
Church? Are we so sure of our 
spiritual adequacy or superiority that 
their revelations and inspirations 
offer us nothing of value?

Question: 


I am very confused about Canon Law. 
Is ita law, or isn’t it? I notice refer- 
ences to it occasionally in the South- 
ern Cross, some of which seem to 
indicate that we no longer follow the 
law. What is the true position? 


At the present time, the Code of Canon 
Law is undergoing revision;.this may take 
years. Meanwhile, the code is still binding 
as law, unless specific exceptions are made 
by competent authority. 


For example, the introduction of lay 
ministers of Communion and the abolition 
of clerical tonsure now supersede what was 
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matters, the Roman documents clearly 
indicate that the pertinent sections of the 
code are no longer in force. 


Question: 


When you referred to Canon Law sup- 
porting the parish, you said “the 

- Church” — don’t you mean “our 
Church?” If possible, would you be so 
kind as to print this law? 


Surely. 


Canon 1496 states: “Ecclesiae ius quoque 
est, independens a civili potestate, exigendi 
a fidelibus quae ad cultum divinum, ad hon- 
estam clericorum aliorumque ministrorum 


sustentationem et ad reliquos fines sibi 
proporios sint necessaria.” 


The free translation of Bouscaren-Ellis is: 
“The Church has the right to demand sup- 
port from the faithful for the decent support 
of the Church’s ministers, and for the neces- 
sary upkeep of charitable and educational 
works which are proper to the Church.” 


Later on the commentators note that “the 
term ‘Church’ is taken in a broad sense to 
mean not only a place in which divine wor- 
ship is held, but also every ecclesiastical 
moral person constituted as such by church 
authority...” 


While it is obvious that canon 1496 infers 
“our” Church, the adjective “nostrae” does 
not appear.

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VATICAN CITY (RNS) — A Vatican 
document, marking the 10th anniversary of 
Pope John XXIII’s encyclical, Pacem in 
Terris (Peace on Earth), claims that. the 
papal letter has made a “great contribu- 
tion” persuading nations that “con- 
troversies . .. must be resolved, not by 
‘recourse to arms but by negotiations.” 


The document, issued here by the Ponti- 
fical Commission on Justice and Peace, 
says that the encyclical of April 11, 1963 
was “no less important” in-its affirmation 
that human rights are the basis of peace, 
and that the human being possesses rights 
and duties that are “universally inviolable 
and inalienable.” 

The commission’s paper, signed by its 
president, Canadian Cardinal Maurice 
Roy, examines what it calls “present 
results” of some of the ideas expressed in 
Pope John’s encyclical.

“Then (in 1963) one was in the presence 
of national realities as independent 
entities within a bi-polar system — NATO 
on the one hand and the Soviet bloc on 
the other.

Dr. Robert Berliner, 
~deputy NIH director for sci- 
ence, said the agency does 
not knowingly support such 
research and “we know of 
no circumstances at pre- 
sent or in the foreseeable 
future which would justify 
NIH support.” 


REACTING TO dis- 
closures of NIH considera- 
tion of policies relating to 
research on live, human fet- 
uses provided by abortions, 
officials of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference in Washington, 
D.C., issued a series of 
statements condemning the 
practice.

The group’s concern “is 
simply a Christian one for 
people who are shorn of 
basic human needs and, 
therefore, it is big enough 
to include a wide range of 
viewpoints,” said a spokes- 
man.

Eastern Orthodox and the 
remainder as “others.” 


This total would seem to 
be an increase of 343,689 
over the previous year, but 
because of incomplete 
returns and other vari- 
ables, figures are not consi- 
dered conclusive.
